Shiclds' eries brought help to
the house, and sll the parties were taken by the
Police to the Station, where Bhields' wounds
were dressed, after which he was takeu to the
residence of his brother, Ie was very weak
from the loss of blood, and it s not unlikely
will die of his ipjuries. Hogan was committed
1o jail to await the reeult, and bis wife was
locked up on n charge of drunkenuess.
